Ihe petitioner, a voter in 2-Srinagar Parliameniaty Consti¬ 
tuency. challenges the election of respondent No. 1 and 
prays for annulling his election which was declared on 
20-6-83 and also for disqualifying him from contesting elec¬ 
tion for a prescribed period. 

The grounds of challenge are that ; the respondent No. 1 
Was a nominee of National Conference while respondent

The 
other witness Hakim Ghulani Ahmed cannot he relief 
simply in his statement he appear.s to have got annoyed as 
his son was beaten must one polling booth. The petitioner 
in the cifcumstances has failed to prove the election' being 
based on aliased corrupt practices to declare the election of 
respondent No, 1 from 2 Srinagar Parliamentary Constltuucncy 
null and void. The petition deserves to be dismissed for want 
of proof. 

I therefore, dismiss the petition to set aside the election of 
respondent No. 1 from 2 Srinagar Parliamentary Constituency 
for want to proof. The respondent No. 1 will be entitled to 
costs assessed at Rs. 700 (seven hundred to be paid by 
the petitioner.

Now, therefore, in pursuance of Section lOA of the said 
Act, the Election Commission hereby declares the persons 
snccified in column (4) of the Table below to be dismiali- 
fied for being cho.sen as, and for being, a member of oi^her 
House of the Parliament or of the Logi-lative AssembW or 
Legislative Council of a State for a period of 3 years from 
the date of this Order.
